Mitchell was born hi F'hiladelphla In 
1829 and graduated in medicine in 
1850. For tlie next ten _ years tie 
divided biS' time and abundant ener- 
gies, between ills- father's medical 
practice, scientific research and po- 
etry. In 1861, hi the Civil War, his 
talent was recognized. Hé was a pio- 
neer hi the subject of nervous dis- 
eases, and his. many papers were 
a.; valuable contribution to medical 
knpwiedge. 

ApiMinfod to Hospital 

In 1870 Mltehell's appointment to 
the Orthopaedic Hospital and his 
established fame as a nerve specialist 
made his position secure, and\ he be- 
gan wrlthig under his own name. 

In 1886 he was elected Pi'eslden^ of 
the Philadeiphia > College- of Physi- 
cians. Later many universities . con- 
ferred honourary degrees on him. ' 

Was Hard -Worker 

Tlnough Ills life lie was on Indefa- 
tigable worker, a brilliant conversa- 
tionalist, and a generous friend. His 
friends' tacluded Sir William Osier, 
,s;r Ronald Ross, and many leaders in 
Americw^e^urc. Ihe. flawvin his 
characÉw'^^^^is' vahity, biased oil 
the ladulation of his associates. His 
first wi^e died early after giving hUn 
two ; sons, but in 1875 he married à 
woman who became his devoted com- 
panion, and wai' sald to be the only 
person who did- notlflattfer'him. After 
a life of i continued. activity and pre-, 
eminence both In medicine and llfô^ 
ature, he died in ,1914. - ,

For they are apparently confronted just 
now with the very gravest of problems, 
briefly enunciated, the question is this: 
whether the university, which has hitherto 
been regarded as a centre of higher learn- 
iing and a dispenser, of cultiire, .is to con- 
tinue in this capacity; or is to be made 
iAtO » diverting toy for the nian in the 
street, which appears to be the present- 
dàyïteiidwcyirv y, y;. 

Besides the illùsive glamour of novelty 
|;he , second' alternative gàins adherents by 
other and more compelling means., For so 
mtiny universities are to a great extent 
.dependent on the generosity of the citizen 
body for their very existence, that they 
fmust of necessity be in some degree sub- 
eryient to the whims and fancies of the 
many, who afford them this indispensible 
support. This is the tragedy of the 
position of the . ;modern university <^;;A^^iph,' 
McGill is compelled to shire along witH 
the rest. 

instead of acting as a compolli'ng 
centre of national thought unhampered by 
any debasing influences, the university of 
today is forced into a false position, where 
she niust bow down at the nod of the 
man with the money-bags, while at thé 
same time pretending to a lofty idealism 
and a spirit of Culture with a capital Ç. . 

AppareMy yno ^^ÉSo nsiders the pos-' 
sibility of ipursuingSup course be- 
tween the two altomSSives. The old- 
fashioned type of university is being 
violently, though none the less inevitably 
|>:cast into the discard, while its place Js 
being taken by the so-called "popUilar": 
university, where thousands upon thou- 
sand| of the youth of the nation ai;e gath- 
ered promiscuously together for Iriàtrûc- 
p: tion in everything from Classics to Cook- 
Ç'iihg and Swine-husbandry. This applies 
especially to certain of the American uni- 
versities. 

If is apparently sufficient for a large 
enough number of . people to wail assidu- 
ously for instruction in the latest popular 
fad. The "vox plebis" is listened to with 
. the greatest possible deference, and yet 
: another "freak" course, is addedfIMn 
: overburdened curriculum. The ent»nce 
f r requirements are lowered still furtKS^SMTd' 
the dry-rot of decentralization eats deeper 
into the heart of the university, whose 
individuality is swamped by a clamoring 
wave of humanity. 

We may thank our Fates that McGill 
\ has not yet definitely cast in her lot with 
the ultra-modernists. But she has come 
to^togjgjjwting of the ways. If for finan 
cialirSSnons she must in some measure be 
subjèct to dictation from the civic world 
outside the gates let it at least be on a 
"give and take" basis; The merchant 
would justly reseiit interference with the 
I management of his. counting-house, and 
;^f;surely the university has a right to the 
A '^igruidance^of its own internal policy.
